next year. 
No doubt this w ill save 
the schools a lot of money, but this 
money saved 
is not in most e a s e s 
tax money but rather money derived 
from fans watching students {>er- 
form. 
This rule w as voted on by the 
superintendents of all of the schools 
in 
Texas 
and in defense of our 
Superintendent, Mr. Cook, he voted 
against it, 
but the m easure was 
passed by a vote of 511 to 397. 
On the surface it might appear 
that there would be no problem with 
a 
boy 
receiving a jacket the first 
year he lettered and then getting a 
new letter each year because most 
of the jackets don’t wear out; but 
what happens when the boy grows. 
Not too many high school boys can 
wear 
the 
same 
size clothes one 
year, much less two or three. 
We suspect that all of this will 
be a short lived problem when the 
public 
realizes 
the impact. 
It is 
likely 
that 
a number of those 511 
superintendents that voted for the' 
change will see fit to vote the other 
way if tile matter comes up again, 
and it likely will.

It'd just be hard 
for the

But if the gunmen did be­ 
lieve the public would believe 
them, then obviously humor 
has been set back a thousand 
years. 
I ll adm it I don’t understand 


the Russians, but on the other 
hand I doubt if the Russians 
understand you and me, and 
it may turn out 
they don't 
understand the Czechs either

sells at $60 per ton. 
Cotton 
fields 
have come out very 
much 
since the rains but RS yet it 
is 
hard to tell what will be made. 
The 
most conservative estim ates 
place 
the 
Hamlin cotton yard at 
2500 bales. 
This is extremely low 
compared 
with 
three years ago 
when we got 18,500, two years ago 
15,000, and last year 9,000. 
Some 
good fields of maize can 
be seen and m ost of the young feed 
crops are giving much promise. 
Some 
few farm ers wrho planted 
the famous Pinto bean in the spring 
say 
that they are putting out again 
and 
as fine fresh beans as can be 
seen 
in the spring time have been 
placed on the m arket. 
Owing to the fact that the Orient 
trains pass through Hamlin at 9:45 
a. rn. , for a time or two the Ham­ 
lin 
Heralds did not get out on Mc­ 
Caulley route until Saturday. 
This 
has been corrected now by the Post­ 
m istress of 
McCaulley by holding 
the c a rrie rs until the mails arrive 
from the north. 
This may be a lit­ 
tle 
hard 
on the carriers, but the 
Herald 
appreciates 
it and we are 
sure the patrons on the routes also 
feel the 
same way. 
Hence we ex­ 
tend 
our thanks both for us and for 
the people thus served. The Herald 
will be there unless something un­ 
usual happens to prevent.

“N ative 
grassland 
suffers 
during a dry period like that 
being 
experienced 
by 
m any 
farm ers and ranchers at pre­ 
sent. For best use of peren­ 
nial grasses only about one- 
half 
of the current seasons 
grow th should be rem oved by 
livestock,” 
stated 
E rnest 
L. 
C owger. Soil C onservationist, 
a ssistin g the C alifornia C reek 
Soil and W ater C onservation 
D istrict. 
T he leaves of plants, in the 
presence of sunlight, 
m ake 
food to be used by the entire 
plant. 
H ealthy 
plants, 
w ith good 
root system s, m ust have good 
leaf developm ent. L eaves also 
shade the soil, break the beat 
of the raindrops and when m a­ 
ture, fall to the ground and 
decay adding fertility to the 
soil. W ell developed grass roots 
perm it 
deep 
penetration 
of 
more w ater into the soil and 
retard w ater runoff and soil 
erosion of grassland. 
“Plans should be m ade im ­ 
m ediately 
to plant 
annual 
crops 
for 
w inter 
grazing. 
Sm all grains such as w heat, 
oats and rye can be planted 
on w hole fields and in the bare 
strips of sum m er crops to pro­ 
vide extra grazing and also 
cover and green m anure for 
the land,’’ Cowger said. 
C over crops 
prevent 
wind 


and 
w ater erosion 
and 
w ill 
conserve additional rain w ater 
over that used when properly 
m anaged. Surface soil m ois­ 
ture is usually lost by evapor­ 
ation through cultivation and
